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£ Word as there are diftinft Sounds: When 
therefore, you would divide a Word into 
Syllables, you muft in general fo divide it, 
as to make as many Sounds as you can, by 
running over all the Letters in a Syllable by 
their Sounds till they come into one Sound, 
for the Letters in every Syllable will all 
unite together and form but one diftinft 
Sound, which will take up no more Time in 


pronouncing, or fpeaking, than that of a fin- 
ale Letter. Some Letters, however, have 
different Sounds in different Words, or ac- 
cording to their Place or Situation in Words; 
and thefe maybe learned from Mr. New- 
££RY’s Spelling Books, or from a Matter.
